GAS LIGHTING. 



Revolutionized by the Invention of a 
Hartford Man. 

A new Invention in artificial light- 
ing, recently perfected in Hartford, 
may result In a considerable revolu- 
tion In motliods of illumination. 
Lumps without wicks and oil lamps 
that burn without chimneys aro not 
unknown, but the successful pro- 
duction of u good gaslight direct 
from hydro-carbon and without the 
use of an extensive gas reservoir or 
elaborate and cumbersome mechan- 
ism Is a novelty as well as perhaps 
a seeming impossibility. Leroy S. 
Lewis, of Hartford, is tho patentee 
of an apparatus by which gas is 
evolved directly from a small reser- 
voir of liquid hydro-carbon. Tho 
heat generated by the burning gas 
operates to suck the oil into the 
tube where it is oonverted into gas 
and emerges to make a steady and 
safe light, 60 per cent superior in 
illuminating power to the ordinary 
gas. 

No perishable medium is em- 
ployed In the apparatus and there 
is nothing to get out of order. The 
gas fixture with tho small oil bulb 
attached Is not cumbersome or un- 
usual In appearance. No one on 
seeing two of these gas jets burning 
when suspended from the ceiling or 
the wall exactly like an ordinary ga» 
light would suspect that It did not 
draw its supply of gas from some 
distant source. The light is steady 
and not a great heat-producer. Gas 
used in this way could not possibly 
cost over 50 cents per 1,000 foot. 
The fixtures are cheap and easily 
manufactured. 

This invention will make it pos- 
sible to introduce illuminating gas 
in every community without the 
establishment of any plant for the 
manufacture of gas. Country vil- 
lages may bo as thoroughly lighted 
by gas as any city. Tho patent Is a 
broad and fundamental one, the 
principle of tho invention being 
wholly new.— Springfield (Mass.) Re- 
publican.
